Between 1959 and 1964, the number ot tarms with 
annual product sales of over 5100,000 rose trom 11,579 to 31,401, 
increasing this group's share ot the market from *\t to 24 percent. 
During tne same period, tne 40E terms reaching the * 1 million mark 
with a 4 percent share of the marmot increased to yi9 farms with 7 
percent or the niarxet.
